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(57) Abstract: The present invention comprises methods and apparatus for detecting prolonged myocardial repolarization as an 
indicator of cardiac conditions, including without limitation, transmural ischemia. In some embodiments, without limitation, the 
present invention comprises methods and apparatus to detect prolonged repolarization using electrocardiographic and electrophysi- 
ological tools and measurements. 
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
